To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary 

Committee . 


Gentlemen, — 

The  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Island 
for  the  year  1924,  is  submitted  in  accordance  with 
custom. 

This  year  as  in  preceding  years  the  report  deals 
with  the  doings  of  the  year  and  refers  to  previous 
years  for  support  only. 

It  is  intended,  every  five  years,  to  give  a  review 
of  the  preceding  five  years,  to  see  what  advances 
may  have  been  made. 

As  regards  the  Staff.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
have  carried  out  their  work  with  excellent  results, 
and  with  an  impartiality  which  calls  for  a  word  of 
praise. 

The  disinfection  branch  has  dealt  with  all  work 
promptly  ;  to  it  has  been  added  the  task  of  disinfes¬ 
tation.  As  disinfection  is  one  of  the  important 
branches  of  preventive  medecine,  work  in  this 
department  has  increased,  owing  principally  to  the 
request  of  private  individuals  who  have  wished  for 
such  measures. 

In  the  laboratory,  the  important  branch  of 
preventive  medicine,  the  total  number  of  specimens 
examined  was  1,865  as  against  1,896  in  1928,  the 
difference  of  500  being  due  solely  to  the  reduction  in 
Diphtheria  incidence.  The  type  of  work  has 
altered  ;  apart  from  an  increase  in  examination  of 
sputum  for  tubercle  bacillus,  the  work  has  required 
more  labour  and  skill  and  this  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily.

Estimated  population  1924  ... 

The  estimated  population  for  1924  is  retained  at 
that  of  1928,  although  births  exceed  deaths  by  88. 
The  question  of  immigration  is  less  apparent  than 
it  has  been. 

Visitors  might  be  included  in  estimated  popula¬ 
tion,  but  this  has  never  been  done,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  any  place  which  caters  for  visitors,  must 
feel  the  results,  not  only  during  the  holiday  season 
but  the  whole  year  round  and  chiefly  in  the  matter 
of  housing. 

The  passenger  traffic  in  1928  was  returned  at 
91,774,  has  fallen  to  90,665  in  1924.  Of  this  traffic 
roughly  2/9  was  from  French  ports. 

With  a  mild  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  England, 
the  number  of  notified  cases  of  this  disease  has  risen 
from  11  in  1928  to  209  in  1924. 

The  remaining  notifiable  diseases  has  fallen  to  150 
in  1924  as  against  288  in  1928. 

The  most  important  diminution  to  be  recorded  is 
in  Diphtheria,  which  has  dropped  to  a  place  of  minor 
importance  and  for  the  first  time  since  1912  there  is 
no  death  from  that  disease. 

Efforts  must  be  maintained  to  keep  Diphtheria 
within  bounds  and  attention  must  be  increasingly 
directed  to  work  on  the  reduction  of  the  Typhoid 
Group  diseases,  to  Tubercle  and  to  Cancer.

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ADMINISTRATION. 

With  regard  to  administrative  work,  and  Public 
Health  needs  administration,  it  is  necessary  to  set 
up  certain  standards  not  only  as  regards  buildings, 
sewers,  foodstuffs,  &c.  but  more  specially  as  regards 
the  person. 

%  Laws  of  Health  are  required,  and  these  fall  into 
two  distinct  categories  (1)  Where  the  offender  and 
the  offended  are  one  and  the  same  individual  To 
be  “  au  fait  ”  with  the  Laws  of  Health  requires 
public  education  in  the  matter  of  Hygiene. 

As  regards  the  second  category  there  are  two 
distinct  subdivisions 

(a)  Where  the  offender  is  stronger  than  the 

offended,  laws  are  required  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  health  of  the  weaker. 

Examples  are  laws  for  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  Children  and  for  the  protection 
of  shop  assistants. 

(b)  Where  the  offender  is  ignorant  or  unobser¬ 

vant  of  some  well  known  scientific  fact 
such  as  the  protection  to  be  obtained  from 
Vaccination. 

The  mere  fact  of  having  such  laws  would 
emphasize  the  responsibilities  attaching  to  indivi¬ 
duals,  without  having  recourse  to  such  laws. 

As  regards  Maternity  work,  it  is  satisfactory  to 
be  able  to  state  that  the  Maternity  Block  is  being- 
used  to  a  greater  extent  than  formerly.  It  is  hoped 
that  within  a  reasonable  space  of  time,  sufficient 
cases  will  be  there  dealt  with,  to  admit  of  the 
training  of  Mid  wives,  and  the  recognition  of  the 
establishment  as  a  training  centre  by  the  Central 
Mid  wives  Board. 
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The  Work  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  growing 
and  it  is  only  due  to  the  lack  of  funds  that  the 
expansion  is  not  greater.  The  work  is  preventive 
and  not  curative  and  should  develop  on  preventive 
lines.  Suitable  clothing  is  dealt  with,  but  super¬ 
vised  milk  for  infants  has  not  yet  been  dealt  with. 

The  reports  of  His  Excellency,  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  as  regards  Militia  Recruits  and  that  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  as  regards  the  children,  show 
that  there  is  a  lack  of  growth  on  the  part  of  the 
growing  child. 

There  are  two  essential  factors  to  growth  (1) 
Proper  and  sufficient  nourishment,  and  suitable 
housing  ;  (2)  the  expenditure  of  energy.  The 

factors  under  the  first  heading  are  dealt  with  under 
foodstuffs  and  under  housing. 

Tracing  this  lack  of  growth,  it  is  most  evident  in 
the  country  and  more  in  the  West  than  in  the  East 
and  it  is  least  evident  in  the  Town.  We  may  take 
it  that  the  nourishment  is  fairly  similar  in  Town  and 
in  country,  and  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be  much 
difference  if  any  between  the  Western  and  the 
Eastern  Parishes. 

Child  labour  is  a  factor  in  the  expenditure  of 
energy  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  child  in  the 
country  is  harder  worked. 

School  work  is  graduated  to  the  age  of  the  child 
and  is  equivalent  to  the  adults  working  day.  In  the 
country  there  is  insufficient  labour  and  the  majority 
of  the  children  work,  besides  having  distances  to 
travel  to  and  from  school.  In  the  Town,  child 
labour  is  only  required  for  the  distribution  of  milk 
and  of  papers. 

The  other  side  of  the  expenditure  of  energy  has 
to  be  dealt  with  and  that  is  rest,  after  fatigue.  If 
an  enquiry  were  held  into  the  number  of  hours  of 
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Bleep  available  for  the  child,  there  is  little  doubt  that 
sufficient  rest  is  not  available. 

It  is  regrettable  that  one-third  of  the  population 
should  be  handicapped  at  such  an  early  age,  and  the 
only  way  in  which  this  can  be  remedied  is  by  the 
details  of  defects  found  in  the  course  of  Medical 
inspection  and  the  treatment  received  being  incor¬ 
porated  in  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  reports. 

Adult  Life. 

At  the  Isolation  Hospital  sanction  was  obtained 
for  the  purchase  of  an  up-to-date  hut  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  female  consumptives.  Tubercle  of  lung, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  Bovine  Tubercle,  assumes  a 
more  acute  form.  The  age  incidence  in  females  is 
earlier  than  in  males,  and  therefore  the  available 
space  has  been  allotted  to  female  patients. 

This  accommodation  was  ready  for  patients  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  with  the  New  Year  it  is 
hoped  that  the  benefits  obtainable  will  be  fully 
appreciated. 

That  this  step  has  been  made  possible  is  due  to 
the  diminution  in  the  number  of  ordinary  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  the  need  for  an  up-to-date  Isolation 
Hospital  which  was  felt  in  1909  still  exists  to-day. 

Another  year  has  passed  without  the  introduction 
of  Small-Pox.  Last  year  the  want  of  a  vaccination 
law  was  referred  to,  and  if  a  law  for  complete 
protection  cannot  be  obtained,  it  would  be  better 
to  be  content  with  partial  protection  and  have  a 
compulsory  primary  vaccination  of  infants.  It 
appears  necessary  to  point  out  that  in  modern 
Vaccination  Calf  lymph  only  is  used,  and  that  no 
lymph  is  issued  until  a  post-mortem  of  the  killed 
calf  has  proved  that  the  animal  was  free  from 
disease. 
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Considerable  work  has  been  carried  out  on  repairs 
to  the  Town  Sewers. 

New  Sewers  are  anxiously  awaited  in  the  parishes 
of  St.  Clement  and  St.  Saviour,  and  owing  to  the 
increased  population  of  St.  Helier  the  question  of 
Sewers  for  certain  parts  should  be  seriously  enter¬ 
tained,  more  especially  the  North  side  of  St.  Aubin’s 
Road. 

During  the  Summer  delegates  attended  a  con¬ 
ference  in  London  on  the  prevention  and  treatment 
of  Veneral  Diseases,  a  report  was  handed  in  to  the 
Committee. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

In  previous  reports  the  milk  supply  has  been 
referred  to  as  unsatisfactory,  nor  can  pure  milk  be 
obtained  until  such  time  as  dairy  farmers  appreciate 
the  importance  of  the  clean  handling  of  milk. 

This  purity  of  milk  can  only  be  achieved  by  care 
being  given  not  only  to  the  handling  of  milk  in 
transport,  by  cooling  of  milk  after  milking  and 
cleanliness  of  milkers,  but  by  cleanliness  of  farms, 
suitable  cowsheds  and  attention  to  the  health  of 
cattle.  An  example  of  this  latter  was  that  of  a  cow 
suffering  from  a  tumour  with  secondary  growths  in 
the  kidneys,  lungs  and  more  important  still  of  the 
udders,  the  cow  in  question  had  been  milked  and 
the  milk  sold. 

Dairies  come  under  supervision  and  dairymen 
have  to  comply  with  the  “  Loi  sur  le  debit  du  lait.” 
The  law,  to  be  of  service  to  the  Public  Health, 
should  supervise  the  milk  supply  through  all  its 
stages. 


FOODSTUFFS. 

The  supervision  of  foodstuffs  has  been  well  kept 
to  the  front  during  the  year. 
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It  is  sincerely  hoped  that,  before  another  annual 
report  is  written,  there  will  be  a  law  on  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  animals  and  carcases  intended  or  exposed  for 
sale.  The  common  sense  argument  is  that  where 
good  money  is  offered,  good  meat  should  be  expected 
As  all  individuals  are  not  cognisant  of  the  diseases 
of  stock  animals,  nor  are  they  qualified  meat 
inspectors,  they  have  a  right  to  have  some  simple 
method  of  recognising  sound  meat  and  the  easiest 
method  is  by  the  use  of  an  official  stamp. 

Turning  to  foodstuffs  in  general,  in  last  year’s 
report  it  was  stated  that  “  many  have  little  idea  of 
the  proper  value  of  foodstuffs,”  this  has  been  amply 
justified  in  the  admission  to  the  Hospital,  during 
this  year,  of  a  case  of  Scurvy;  a  country  labourer 
who  in  his  desire  to  save  money  had  lived  on  nothing 
but  preserved  foods  of  the  cheapest.  Infantile 
Scurvy  also  exists.  This  question  of  unsuitable 
feeding  is  apparent  in  the  reports  of  His  Excellency 
and  in  that  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Fresh  meat,  fresh  milk,  fresh  eggs,  fresh  vegetables 
and  fruit,  these  all  contain  the  necessary  agents — 
Vitamins — to  ensure  efficient  growth. 

Those  who  have  a  knowledge  of  the  Far  East 
know  how  the  poor  overcome  the  dangers  lurking  in 
unwholesome  food.  There  it  is  a  custom  to  eat  sour 
milk,  instead  of  drinking  stale  milk  and  of  cooking 
sprouted  grain  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  fresh 
vegetables. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

That  the  number  of  examinations  of  water  samples 
has  fallen  from  194  to  140  is  due  to  the  lessened 
incidence  of  all  infectious  diseases.  The  water 
borne  diseases  however  have  risen  in  number  on 
last  year. 
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Where  a  portion  of  the  population  is  dependant 
on  shallow  wells  for  their  water  supply,  it  must  be 
understood  that  the  well  contents  must  depend  on 
the  rainfall.  After  any  period  of  draught  the  well 
is  obtaining  its  water  from  an  area  of  land  from 
which  in  normal  times  it  does  not  receive  water,  and 
in  so  doing  may  draw  on  manure  heaps  and  on 
cesspits,  on  the  falling  of  rain  the  first  rains  wash 
various  impurities  into  the  wells  and  when  these  are 
highly  concentrated,  sickness  inevitably  follows. 

The  Waterworks  water  has  been  under  constant 
supervision  during  the  year,  samples  being  taken 
not  only  from  St.  Helier  but  also  from  the  furthest 
points  east  and  west. 

Work  has  been  begun  on  a  high  level  service 
which  should  allow  of  a  constant  supply  and  of  an 
extended  service.  The  extension  of  the  service  will 
mean  a  greater  consumption  and  steps  will  have  to 
be  taken  to  police  any  additional  source  of  water 
supply. 

In  the  poorer  class  properties  there  is  an  inade¬ 
quate  supply  of  water,  in  most  there  is  only  one  tap 
supplying  the  needs  of  several  cottages  in  a  yard,  in 
many  also  there  is  insufficient  wash  house  accommo¬ 
dation,  accounting  for  unnecessary  dirt  and  disease. 

The  question  of  the  water  supply  being  State 
owned  is  one  that  needs  serious  attention. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE 

DISPOSAL. 

A  drawback  to  Sanitary  Work  has  been  removed 
in  the  compilation  of  Specifications  as  required  by 
the  Committee  relative  to  General  Sanitary  Work. 
This  was  felt  by  all  parties  concerned,  of  which  there 
are  three  : — The  property  owner — the  builder  and 
the  Sanitary  Committee. 
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Where  an  individual  requires  work  to  be  done 
involving  drainage,  tenders  are  put  out  and  the 
prices  quoted  have  shewn  that  there  was  something 
wrong,  owing  to  the  enormous  variations  in  the 
tenders  ;  frequently  a  low  tender  was  accepted, 
followed  shortly  by  a  report  to  the  Committee  that 
a  nuisance  existed,  with  the  result  that  the  work  had 
to  be  pulled  out  and  proper  work  done  under 
supervision.  Under  these  circumstances  a  vast 
amount  of  time  and  money  were  being  wasted  and 
the  Sanitary  Committee  were  approached  by  the 
Master  Builders  Federation  and  by  the  Master 
Plumbers  Association  with  a  view  to  a  standardisa¬ 
tion  of  all  work,  whether  ordered  by  the  Committee 
or  otherwise,  the  result  is  that  the  “  General  Speci¬ 
fications  as  required  bv  the  States’  Sanitarv 
Committee,  relative  to  general  Sanitary  Work  ”  has 
been  issued,  to  the  apparent  satisfaction  of  all 
concerned. 

Work  on  the  Sewers  was  resumed  as  soon  as 
underground  conditions  were  favourable. 

In  last  year’s  report  two  suggestions  were  put 
forward  (1)  bye-laws  on  drainage  (2)  technical 
education  in  Sanitary  Engineering.  The  former  has 
been  replaced  by  the  above  mentioned  Specifications 
the  second  still  remains  as  a  suggestion.  The 
specifications  are  written  in  the  simplest  language 
but  the  work  required,  to  be  good,  has  to  be  carried 
out  by  a  skilled  workman,  and  these  are  diminishing 
owing  to  the  lack  of  apprentices.  If  technical 
education  were  more  easily  available,  the  building 
trade  need  not  pass  into  the  hands  of  English  firms. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  drainage 
schemes  for  individual  properties,  but  the  drainage 
schemes  for  St.  Clement’s  and  for  Five  Oaks  and  also 
for  certain  other  districts  notably  for  that  portion 
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of  St.  Helier  on  the  upper  St.  Aubin’s  Road  and  in 
the  Grand  Vaux,  are  long  overdue. 


DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

This  important  branch  of  Preventive  Medicine  is 
not  yet  in  the  care  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
With  the  passing  of  the  Yoirie  Law,  which  is  the 
precursor  of  centralization,  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
upkeep  of  the  roads,  the  question  of  their  cleanliness 
will  be  taken  into  account.  The  Authority  dealing 
with  the  cleanliness  of  roads  should  also  deal  with 
the  general  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  Each 
parish  requires  its  own  collection  and  its  own 
disposal  of  refuse  and  until  such  adequate  measures 
are  adopted,  the  rat  problem  will  be  in  evidence. 

Stable  manure  as  the  breeding  place  for  flies  is  not 
appreciated  and  power  should  be  available,  to  close 
down  any  stable  which  was  persistently  giving  rise 
to  a  nuisance,  as  it  is,  during  the  summer  months,  it 
is  frequently  necessary  to  deal  with  the  same  manure 
pit,  time  after  time. 


HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

Since  writing  the  last  Annual  Report,  there  has 
been  a  certain  amount  of  building  carried  out. 
Those  public  spirited  benefactors  who  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  work  that  has  been  done,  would  be  the 
first  to  recognise  that  what  has  been  done  is  as 
nothing  to  what  requires  to  be  done. 

In  the  1922  report,  the  evils  of  the  back-to-back 
type  of  a  house  and  of  the  boundary  walls  were  made 
evident,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  today  a  certain 
class  of  individual  is  still  putting  up  a  type  of  struc¬ 
ture  which  in  England  was  condemned  50  years  ago. 
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A  building  scheme  which  should  “  safeguard  the 
less  wealthy  ”  is  the  outcome  of  Sir  Jesse  Boot’s 
munificence,  having  given  a  sum  of  £40,000  to  form 
a  building  trust,  houses  are  to  be  built  on  the  Clos 
du  Paradis,  the  terms  of  which,  including  provision 
of  an  annual  income,  twice  as  great  as  it  was,  for  the 
poor  of  the  Parish,  lay  down  that  the  income  arising 
from  the  rentals  shall  only  be  used  for  the  upkeep 
of  houses  built  and  for  the  further  building  of  houses 
This  will  allow  of  the  scheme  being  extended  to  all 
those  parishes,  which  will  permit  of  building  on 
their  Clos  des  Pauvres,  the  Bon  Gruchy  providing 
the  land,  will  allow  of  the  Bon  Boot  being  expended 
solely  on  construction.  Such  a  scheme  does  away 
with  not  only  the  cost  of  buying  land  but  will  allow 
of  healthy  homes  being  built  in  colonies,  which 
means  that  each  colony  will  only  require  one  common 
water  supply  which  can  be  piped  to  each  cottage 
and  one  common  sewage  installation.  The  benefits 
to  be  gained  from  such  a  scheme  are  self  evident  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  work  will  shortly  be  put  in 
hand.  The  type  of  house  to  build  has  to  be 
considered  and  what  is  suitable  for  an  industrial 
centre  in  England  is  not  likely  to  be  suitable  for  the 
Island. 

The  pride  that  naturally  attaches  to  one’s  home 
depends  on  its  individuality  and  it  is  quite  certain 
that  with  better  surroundings  there  is  bound  to  arise 
a  higher  standard  of  living,  from  which  both  present 
and  future  generations  are  bound  to  feel  the  effects. 

As  regards  improvements  in  housing,  the  Sanitary 
Committee  have  to  bear  the  onus  of  being  the  cause 
of  the  increase  in  rentals.  If  these  increases  were 
in  proportion  to  the  cost  of  work  ordered  the 
accusations  would  never  have  had  birth.  As  an 
example  of  fact,  four  cottages  were  put  into  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition  on  an  order,  at  an  outlay  of  £50, 
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yet  the  rents  on  these  four  cottages  have  been 
increased  by  £85  per  annum,  equivalent  to  a  return 
of  70%  on  the  capital  outlay.  Had  the  rents  in 
question  been  raised  to  bring  in  10%  interest,  the 
increased  rents  would  have  totalled  £5  per  annum.

The  Birth  rate  England  and  Wales  is  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  except  in  the  years  1917-1919  and  is 
a  fall  of  .  9  on  1928.  The  Birth  rate  Jersey  is  a  rise 
of  .  3  on  1923. 

The  Death  rate,  England  and  Wales  is  a  rise  of  .  6 
on  1923.  That  of  Jersey  is  a  rise  of  1 .7  on  1923. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  England  and  Wales  is  a  rise 
of  6  on  1923.  That  of  Jersey  is  a  rise  of  9 . 6  on  1923. 

In  last  year’s  report,  the  credit  for  the  low  figures 
was  given  to  the  mild  climatic  conditions. 

The  figures  for  1924  are  well  below  the  average 
for  the  past  10  years. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  progressive  rise  in  the 
percentage  of  deaths  over  65  years  of  age  which  in 

1922  was  47  •  i 7 of  all  doatlis.

That  this  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  is  off  set  by 
the  fact  that  the  whole  of  the  death  rate  is  accounted 
for  by  the  Intestinal  Groups. 

Notifiable  Diseases. 

During  1924,  359  cases  were  notified  as  against 
244  in  1923. 

The  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in 
Influenza.  In  1923,  11  cases  of  Influenza  were 
notified  and  in  1924,  209.  Excluding  Influenza 
from  the  Notifiable  diseases,  the  figures  stand 

1923.. .  233  cases. 

1924.. .  150  cases. 

Table  III  shows  details  of  the  diseases  notified 
according  to  Age  Groups  and  to  Parishes. 

Measles. — 12  cases  were  notified,  a  slight  rise  on 
1923.  The  only  way  in  which  to  hope  to  keep  down 
the  incidence  of  this  disease  is  to  impress  on  parents 
the  necessity  of  the  care  and  after  care  of  those  who 
are  attacked. 
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Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  18  cases,  and  the 
disease  still  remains  classed  among  the  imported 
diseases.- 

Diphtheria. — The  steady  fall  in  this  disease  has 
removed  it  from  the  prominent  position  which  it  has 
held.  In  1928,  the  total  Diphtherias  were  80,  this 
year  they  have  fallen  to  38  including  5  carriers. 
Amongst  the  cases  were  two  cases  of  Conjunctival 
Diphtheria,  the  one  being  a  complication  of  an 
ordinary  attack,  the  other  in  an  old  lady  in  whom 
apart  from  malaise  a  corneal  ulcer  was  the  only 
symptom. 

With  existing  measures,  Diphtheria  should  for 
the  future  be  held  in  check.  The  only  way  in  which 
the  disease  can  be  eradicated  is  by  carrying  out 
preventive  treatment- — the  Schick  method  of  injec¬ 
tions  of  Toxin  and  Anti-toxin. 

Enteric  Fever  Group.- — Thirty-eight  cases  were 
notified,  an  increase  of  10  on  1923.  Four  deaths 
were  registered.  Of  these  four  deaths,  1  was  due  to 
Typhoid  and  3  to  Paratyphoid  B.  Seven  cases  of 
Typhoid,  all  occurred  in  one  school,  where  the  source 
of  drinking  water  was  found  to  have  been  the  cause 
of  the  outbreak. 

Of  the  remaining  31  cases,  10  occurred  in  St. 
Helier  and  21  in  the  country  parishes,  of  which  only 
St.  Martin  and  Trinity  were  free. 

Until  the  law  allows  of  the  supervision  of  dairy 
farms  together  with  bye-laws  on  the  care  of 
cattle  and  on  the  handling  of  milk,  so  long  will  we 
have  this  group  of  diseases  endemic  in  our  midst. 

Diarrhoea. — Of  the  13  deaths,  10  were  under  one 
year  of  age  and  occurred  in  infants  who  were  not 
breast  fed. 

Tuberculosis. — Gave  rise  to  65  deaths,  55  from 
Tubercle  of  Lung  and  10  from  other  varieties  of  the 
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infection — 48  cases  were  notified.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  preventive  work  which  is  being  undertaken  will 
bear  fruit. 

By  removing  cases  from  overcrowded  surroun¬ 
dings,  fresh  infections  should  be  averted.  On  the 
notification  of  a  case  of  Tubercle,  the  patient  is 
given  two  sputum  flasks  and  told  how  to  sterilise 
the  sputum,  contacts  are  examined  and  complete 
disinfection  carried  out. 

The  question  of  housing  is  intimately  mixed  up 
with  the  problem  of  Tuberculosis.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Trevor  Matthews,  the  Island  is  indebted  not  onlv 
for  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  which 
is  of  value,  but  also  for  the  opening  of  Bon  Air 
Sanatorium. 

Bon  Air  together  with  the  opening  of  a  new  hutted 
ward  for  Consumptives  at  Overdale  is  the  beginning 
of  a  new  era  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease  in  the 

Island. 

What  Bon  Air  and  Overdale  can  do,  is  to  teach 
Consumptives  how  to  dispose  of  their  expectoration 
and  thus  deal  with  the  chief  agent  in  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  The  removal  of  Consumptives  from 
poor  and  overcrowded  houses  is  a  common  sense 
way  of  lessening  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

Influenza  was  the  registered  cause  of  8  deaths 
of  which  5  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  only  way  in  which  this  group  of  diseases  can 
be  controlled  is  by  a  knowledge  gained  by  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations  as  to  the  causal  organisms. 
These  vary,  one  might  say  from  year  to  year  and 
undoubtedly  if  Public  Health  authorities  corres¬ 
ponded  with  each  other  as  to  the  results  of  such 
examinations,  preventive  vaccines  of  higher  efficacy 
could  be  prepared  and  used. 
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LABORATORY. 

The  number  of  specimens  examined  was  1365, 
this  is  less  than  the  total  examined  in  1923  which 
was  1896. 

The  difference  is  due  chiefly  to  the  greatly 
lessened  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Work  has  increased  in  the  examination  of 
specimens  of  Sputum  from  125  in  1923  to  215 
samples  in  1924. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in 
the  growing  of  the  Tubercle  Bacillus.  Several  cases 
have  been  treated  with  Vaccines  made  from  their 
own  strain  of  Tubercle. 

The  method  used  has  allowed  of  diagnosis  in  cases 
of  Tubercle  of  Lung  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  overlooked,  and  has  also  been  used  in  cases  of 
Tuberculous  abscesses  in  connection  with  bone. 

Cases  of  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  with  fungus 
infection  have  been  signalled  and  a  further  step  has 
been  to  recognise  that  this  fungus  infection  has  a 
symbiotic  effect  in  Tubercle  of  Lung.  Cases  of  a 
primary  fungus  infection  are  more  likely  to  run  an 
acute  course  if  infected  with  Tubercle. 

With  reference  to  work  done  on  Intestinal 
organisms,  the  outstanding  factor  is  the  prevalence 
of  B.  Pyocyaneus. 

B.  Pyocyaneus  has  been  recovered  from  waters, 
from  urine,  fceces  and  from  cases  of  Cancer. 

Inoperable  cases  of  Cancer,  are  being  treated  with 
a  Vaccine  of  three  different  strains  of  B.  Pyocyaneus 
where  preliminary  examination  of  blood  shows  the 
presence  of  agglutinins  for  the  organism. 

The  Pyogenic  group  of  organisms  has  long  been 
known. 
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The  theory  is  that  organisms  which  do  not  give 
rise  to  pus  formation  may  set  up  cell  irritation  and 
proliferation.  Of  those  organisms  recovered  from 
malignant  tumours,  one  physical  condition  is  worth 
noting  and  that  is,  that  heating  to  over  60%  causes 
coagulation.  This  is  known  of  B.  Pyocyaneus  but 
has  also  been  found  to  occur  with  other  organisms 
recovered  from  tumours. 

At  the  present  time  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  is  being  done  on  Cancer.  The  one  fact  that  is 
undisputed  is  that  chronic  irritation  must  exist. 
Personally  it  seems  that  this  irritation  may  be  set 
up  by  different  types  of  organism. 

At  one  time,  tumours  of  the  rectum  due  to 
Bilharzia  were  diagnosed  as  Cancer,  but  with  eluci¬ 
dation  they  have  been  removed  from  the  Cancer 
Group.  It  would  be  feasible  to  presume  that  new 
growths  of  the  Mucous  Membranes  (Intestines),  &c. 
would  be  caused  by  a  definite  entity,  whilst  new 
growths  of  other  tissues  such  as  bone  or  breast 
would  each  be  the  seat  of  election  of  a  separate 
entity,  in  exactly  the  same  way  that  other  diseases 
and  drugs  have  a  selective  action  on  different  parts 
of  the  body. 

The  nomenclature  of  Simple  Continued  Fever  is  a 
precedent,  where  from  the  group,  known  entities  as 
Enteric,  Undulant  Fever,  &c.  have  been  evolved, 
until  the  Fevers  remaining  in  the  Group,  were  only 
Fevers  of  short  duration,  when  it  was  found  neces¬ 
sary  to  change  the  Nomenclature  to  44  Pyrexias  of 
uncertain  origin  ”  So  with  the  group  at  present 
called  Cancer,  research  may  show  that  persistent 
irritation  by  various  non-pyogenic  organisms  may 
give  rise,  not  to  suppuration,  but  to  cell  proliferation. 
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I  have  the  honour  to  include  the  reports  of 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr.  C.  S.  Dart  and  Mr.  L. 
Hammond.

Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report,  giving  details  and  particulars  of  work 
carried  out  by  me  in  connection  with  the  sanitary 
administration  of  No.  1  District  during  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1924. 

Inspections. 

1,452  inspections,  re-inspections  (to  supervise, 
examine  and  test  work,  etc.)  and  miscellaneous 
visits  were  made,  details  and  results  of  which  are 
given  hereunder. 

The  number  of  re-inspections  recorded  is  again 
large,  due  to  the  necessity  in  many  cases  of  exerci¬ 
sing  constant  supervision  while  work  is  in  progress 
in  order  to  ensure  satisfactory  results. 

The  increased  number  of  inspections  made,  and 
sanitary  improvements  effected,  in  the  rural 
parishes  are  worthy  of  note.  It  should  be  men¬ 
tioned  “  en  passant  ”  that  the  effecting  of  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  rural  parishes  involves  additional  time 
and  attention,  due  to  the  fact  that  in  most  cases  it 
is  really  “  pioneer  ”  work. 
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Notices. 

186  Notices  were  served  on  owners  and  occupiers 
in  respect  of  defects  found  in  the  course  of  inspection 
119  additional  communications  were  sent  relative 
to  Notices  served.  15  detailed  reports  were  sub¬ 
mitted  in  connection  with  sanitary  surveys  of 
various  premises. 

A  noteworthy  feature  of  the  year  is  the  large 
number  of  improvements  made  without  the  service 
of  an  official  notice,  but  on  advice,  or  informal 
intimation,  to  owners,  occupiers  and  builders.  This, 
and  the  numerous  requests  received  during  the  year 
for  advice  on  various  matters  appertaining  to 
sanitation,  make  it  evident  that  though  a  certain 
section  of  the  community  apparently  wish  to  put 
chains  on  the  wheels  of  progress  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  the  more  progressive  section 
have  ceased  to  regard  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Sanitary  Inspectors  as  their  mortal  enemies, 
but  have  come  to  look  upon  them  rather  as  the  true 
friends  of  all  who  desire  good  health  and  vigourous 
life. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

The  only  legal  proceedings  instituted  during  the 
year  were  in  connection  with  the  “  Loi  touchant  la 
Falsification  des  Denrees,”  details  of  which  will  be 
found  under  the  heading  of  “  Food  Sampling.” 

Infectious  Disease. 

During  the  year  176  visits  were  made  to  premises 
where  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  had 
occurred.  These  include  all  re-visits  made  where 
further  investigations  were  necessary,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  following  up  Notices  served  for  sanitary 
defects  found,  &c. 
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The  decrease  from  the  number  of  visits  recorded 
in  1923  is  naturally  due  to  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease. 

In  every  case  a  thorough  inspection  of  the 
premises  is  carried  out,  samples  of  drinking  water 
collected  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis, 
and  careful  enquiries  made  in  order  to  trace,  if 
possible,  the  source  of  infection. 

The  sanitary  defects  discovered  and  subsequently 
remedied  are  included  in  the  tabular  summary  at 
the  conclusion  of  this  Report. 

Complaints. 

74  complaints  were  received  from  various  sources 
during  the  year  ;  the  majority  of  these  complaints, 
which  were  of  the  usual  varied  nature,  were  disco¬ 
vered  to  be  well  founded.  The  premises  to  which 
they  related  were  promptly  inspected  and  notices 
served  for  the  abatement  of  any  nuisances  found. 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  regarding  the 
sanitary  accommodation  at  the  West  Park  Pavilion. 
On  inspecting  the  premises  it  was  found  that  the 
accommodation  was  insufficient  and  that  the 
sanitary  conveniences  were  in  an  insanitary  condi¬ 
tion.  A  Notice  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance 
was  served  and  promptly  acknowledged  ;  plans  of 
proposed  alterations  to  the  sanitary  arrangements 
were  prepared  and  submitted  to  this  department  for 
approval.  A  request  was  received  later  for  a  post¬ 
ponement  of  the  work,  the  vacation  of  the  West 
Park  Pavilion  and  the  construction  of  a  new 
Pavilion  on  an  approved  site  being  under  considera¬ 
tion.  The  request  was  granted. 

Complaints  were  also  received  regarding  the 
insanitary  condition  of  the  public  conveniences  at 
the  North  Pier.  An  inspection  was  made  and  a 
Report  submitted  to  the  Committee  responsible, 
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who  gave  the  matter  attention.  Re-inspections, 
however,  revealed  the  fact  that  the  work  executed 
had  abated  the  nuisance  but  had  not  prevented  the 
recurrence  thereof,  the  condition  of  the  convenience 
being  again  unsatisfactory.  A  further  Report  has 
since  been  submitted  concerning  the  matter. 

In  the  course  of  house  inspection  it  has  been 
ascertained  that  many  householders  exist  under 
most  insanitary  conditions  rather  than  lodge  a 
complaint,  as  it  is  well  known  that  many  property 
owners  treat  a  legitimate  complaint  by  a  tenant  as 
a  serious  offence,  punishable  by  the  immediate 
eviction  of  the  complainant.  Protection  is  urgently 
needed  for  these  people. 

Dairy  Farms,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

145  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with 
Dairy  Farms,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

Dairy  Farms  : — Consequent  upon  the  unfa¬ 
vourable  reports  on  samples  of  milk  collected  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  consi¬ 
derable  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  inspection 
of  dairy  farms  with  a  view  to  improve  the  conditions 
detailed  in  last  year’s  report  which  are  not  conducive 
to  the  production  of  clean  and  wholesome  milk.  As 
a  result  much  improvement  can  be  recorded  in 
respect  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  several  farms, 
but  there  is  still  a  large  field  for  future  operations. 
It  should  be  realized  that  the  cowshed  plays  an 
important  part  in  the  production  of  clean  milk,  for 
it  is  not  possible  to  produce  clean  and  wholesome 
milk  in  an  unhygienic,  dark,  badly  ventilated  and 
badly  constructed  shed.  A  large  number  of  cow¬ 
sheds  were  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  condition,  insuffi¬ 
ciently  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  improperly 
drained.  With  regard  to  the  latter  defect,  at  many 
farms  foul  drain  inlets  or  cesspits  containing 
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stagnant  manure  were  found  within  the  cowshed  or 
stable  ;  many  of  these  pits  were  untrapped  from 
the  manure  cistern,  thus  allowing  noxious  gases 
from  the  cistern  to  enter  the  shed  or  stable  ; 
wherever  possible  these  foul  cesspits  are  abolished 
and  replaced  by  stoneware  gully  traps  fixed  in  the 
open.  Another  general  defect  noted  was  the 
absence  of  proper  accommodation  for  the  storage 
of  milk  ;  this  defect  was  remedied  at  the  majority 
of  farms  inspected. 

Dairies  and  Milkshops  : — There  are  at  present 
21  milkshops  on  No.  1  District  licensed  for  the  sale 
of  milk  under  the  “  Reglement  sur  le  Debit  du  Lait.” 
The  following  applications  were  received  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  Reglement  : — 

(1)  For  the  transfer  of  license  to  new  occupier. 

The  premises  were  re-inspected,  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  transfer  of 
license  granted. 

(2)  For  the  transfer  of  license  to  new  premises. 

Concurrent  with  this  application,  a  new 
dairy  was  constructed  under  official  super¬ 
vision.  On  the  completion  of  work  a  final 
inspection  was  made  and  the  necessary 
license  granted.  It  should  be  added  that 
this  dairy,  though  in  a  rural  parish, 
compares  favourably  with  the  dairies  and 
milkshops  in  St.  Helier. 

(3)  For  the  transfer  of  license  to  new  premises. 

(4)  A  new  application. 

Regarding  the  two  latter  applications, 
an  inspection  of  the  premises  was  made  and 
the  respective  owners  notified  of  the  works 
necessary  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
Reglement.  On  the  completion  of  these 
works  the  necessary  permit  will  be  issued. 
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One  new  license  was  granted  in  connection  with 
the  applications  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report. 

The  general  condition  of  dairies  and  milkshops  is 
satisfactory. 

Hotels  and  Boakding  Houses. 

57  inspections  were  made  to  Hotels  and  Boarding 
Houses.  Many  of  the  premises  inspected  were 
found  to  lack  the  essentials  specified  in  previous 
Reports,  viz — Proper  accommodation  for  the  storage 
of  food,  a  proper  refuse  receptacle,  a  scullery  sink, 
and  proper  and  sufficient  closet  accommodation. 
It  should  be  observed  that,  though  mentioned  under 
the  above  heading,  these  conveniences  should  be 
deemed  essential  in  every  house. 

Schools. 

21  inspections  were  made  to  Private  and  Elemen¬ 
tary  Schools. 

On  estimating  the  cubic  capacity  of  the  class¬ 
rooms  and  dormitories  at  one  school,  overcrowding 
was  discovered.  It  was  ascertained  also  that  the 
sanitary  accommodation  was  insufficient.  A 
Report  was  submitted  regarding  these  and  other 
defects,  and  received  prompt  attention.  Plans  of 
proposed  improvements  were  prepared  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  this  department  for  approval.  The  work, 
which  was  carried  out  under  my  supervision, 
included  the  following  : — 

The  construction  of  five  new  class-rooms. 

The  construction  of  six  new  water-closets  and 
a  urinal  (six  stalls),  each  provided  with  a 
fitting  of  approved  type  and  proper 
flushing  apparatus. 

The  provision  of  two  lavatory  basins. 

The  provision  of  a  new  section  of  drain  in 
connection  with  the  new  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences. 
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During  the  year  improvements  were  completed 
to  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  two  Elementary 
Schools.  •  Inadequate  and  insanitary  conveniences 
were  abolished,  and  proper  and  sufficient  sanitary 
accommodation  provided. 

Stables. 

32  inspections  have  been  made  to  stables. 

Continued  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  storage, 
removal  and  disposal  of  manure,  in  order  to 
minimize  the  nuisances  arising  therefrom.  A  defi¬ 
nite  scheme  for  the  more  frequent  removal  and 
disposal,  or  for  the  systematic  treatment  to  render 
the  manure  innocuous  at  an  early  stage  is,  however, 
urgently  needed,  as  the  following  will  show. — On 
inspecting  six  stables  in  town  one  morning,  prolific 
fly  breeding  was  discovered  in  five  of  the  six  manure 
heaps. 

Offensive  Trades. 

30  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with 
offensive  trades. 

Included  in  the  above  are  several  visits  made  to 
the  premises  commonly  known  as  “  The  Piggeries,” 
situate  at  Valley  des  Vaux,  this  in  response  to  several 
complaints.  The  premises  generally  were  found  to 
be  in  a  most  insanitary  condition.  A  Notice  was 
served  regarding  the  defects  found  and  certain  work 
carried  out  to  remedy  the  gravest  defects  ;  action 
concerning  other  nuisances  was  deferred,  the  closing 
of  the  premises  being  under  consideration. 

Bakehouses. 

19  inspections  were  made  to  bakehouses. 

The  chief  defects  reported  were  : — The  want  of 
general  cleanliness  and  periodical  lime-washing. 
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Workrooms. 

28  inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with 
workrooms,  with  a  view  to  prevention  of  over¬ 
crowding,  etc.  The  cubic  capacity  of  several  work¬ 
rooms  was  estimated.  Overcrowding  was  dis¬ 
covered  in  one  instance  only  and  was  remedied 
forthwith.  The  cubic  contents  of  all  the  work¬ 
rooms  at  this  establishment  were  calculated  and  a 
Table  prepared  and  transmitted  specifying  the 
maximum  number  of  workers  allowable  in  each 
room  ;  a  notice  stating  this  number  was  affixed  in  a 
conspicuous  position  in  each  room.  The  general 
adoption  of  this  arrangement  would  greatly  facili¬ 
tate  inspection  work.  Other  defects  reported 
regarding  workrooms  were  : — Insufficient  and  defec¬ 
tive  sanitary  accommodation,  insufficient  ventila¬ 
tion,  and  omission  of  periodical  cleansing  and 
distempering. 

Food  Inspection  and  Food  Sampling. 

46  inspections  were  made  to  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  or  exposed  for  sale,  such  as  butchers’ 
and  fishmongers’  shops,  fried  fish  shops,  restaurants, 
charcuteries,  etc. 

Consequent  upon  the  receipt  of  a  complaint  of  the 
sale  of  unsound  meat  in  the  Public  Markets,  at  the 
request  of  the  Markets’  Inspector  several  visits  were 
made  to  butchers’  shops  in  the  Markets.  The  com¬ 
plaint  referred  to  was  evidently  an  isolated  case,  as, 
with  the  exception  of  a  caution,  nothing  further  was 
detected  which  called  for  special  report.  In  the 
course  of  the  inspection  of  the  Markets,  it  was  noted 
that  several  sanitary  bins  had  been  provided  for  the 
storage  of  trade  refuse — This  is  a  decided  improve¬ 
ment. 

With  reference  to  the  question  of  preservatives  in 
foods,  dealt  with  at  length  in  last  year’s  Report — 
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The  matter  has  been  left  in  abeyance  pending  the 
Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  matter.  The  Report  is  now  to 
hand  and  the  whole  question  under  consideration. 
Meanwhile  “  informal  ”  or  “  test  ”  samples  of 
certain  foods  in  common  use  have  been  taken  and 
submitted  for  analysis,  and  the  results  returned 
further  shewed  the  necessity  for  attention  regarding 
the  matter. 

51  samples  of  food  have  been  taken  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Loi  touchant  la  Falsification  des 
Denrees.” 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  nature

Appended  is  a  table  shewing  details  and  action 
taken  regarding  the  samples  reported  as  being 
adulterated  : — i 
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With  regard  to  milk  samples  Nos.  77  and  78 — On 
being  presented  before  Court,  the  defendant 
requested  that  the  parts  of  samples  retained  for 
future  comparison  be  submitted  to  the  Government 
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Referees.  The  Court  granted  this  request  and  it  is 
worthy  of  observation  that  the  results  returned 
coincided  with  those  of  the  local  Official  Analyst. 
The  offender  was  fined  £10,  plus  costs. 

7  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  majority  of  reports  were  unfa¬ 
vourable. 

Water  Supply. 

113  samples  of  water  were  collected  and  delivered 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analy¬ 
sis,  chiefly  in  connection  with  infectious  disease. 

21  Wells  and  11  rain  water  cisterns  were  found  to 
be  polluted. — The  remarks  made  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1922  (page  27)  regarding  the 
chief  causes  of  pollution  are  again  applicable.  It 
was  necessary  to  close  2  wells,  whilst  in  the  case  of 
those  less  seriously  polluted,  good  results  were 
obtained  by  thoroughly  cleansing  or  cementing  the 
well,  raising  above  the  surface  and  providing  with 
a  coping  and  proper  cover.  It  is  customary  to 
collect  samples  for  retesting  from  all  wells  thus 
improved. 

House  Drainage,  &c. 

Seven  fees  of  30/-  and  two  fees  of  15/-  were  paid 
to  the  States’  Treasurer  by  owners,  prospective 
purchasers  or  tenants  with  a  view  to  having  drains 
and  sanitary  fittings  tested  and  examined.  One 
certificate  was  granted  regarding  the  satisfactory 
condition  of  the  premises  concerned,  this  on  the 
completion  of  the  necessary  alterations. 

The  smoke-test  was  applied  on  32  occasions  to 
the  drainage  systems  of  various  properties.  31 
water-tests  were  applied  in  connection  with  new 
work.  Numerous  examples  could  be  quoted  of  the 
grave  defects  and  faulty  work  revealed  on  testing  or 
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exposing  drains  ;  the  following  is  perhaps  worthy  of 
special  note — On  exposing  a  drain  under  a  house  in 
town,  the  pipes,  which  were  of  sufficient  size  to 
drain  several  houses,  were  found  to  be  unjointed  and 
in  parts  unjoined,  thus  allowing  sewage  to  escape 
freely  below  the  floor  of  the  house,  the  drain  was 
also  untrapped  from  the  public  sewer.  Information 
was  received  that  some  years  previous  the  water- 
supply  was  examined,  found  to  be  grossly  polluted, 
and  the  well  condemned  and  closed — Further 
comment  is  needless. 

During  the  year  specifications  of  requirements 
regarding  general  sanitary  work  were  compiled, 
approved  by  your  Committee,  printed  in  handy 
book  form  and  distributed  to  builders,  plumbers,  &c 
through  their  respective  Associations.  This  should 
greatly  assist  the  efforts  of  this  department  to 
prevent  “  scamped  ”  work,  such  as  is  referred  to 
above,  and  eventually  produce  a  higher  standard  of 
work  and  improve  the  general  sanitation  of  the 
island. 

Improvement  can  be  recorded  in  connection  with 
the  disposal  of  sewage  in  the  rural  parishes.  Several 
foul  and  insanitary  cesspools  have  been  abolished 
and  improved  sewage  disposal  installations  provided 

In  the  course  of  inspection,  three  foul  cesspools 
were  discovered  in  the  centre  of  St.  Helier.  One 
taking  the  drainage  of  three  cottages,  the  other  two 
the  drainage  of  three  houses.  In  the  former  case 
the  three  cottages  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  closed,  in  the  latter  case  the  drains 
were  remodelled  and  make  to  discharge  into  the 
public  sewer.  The  cesspools  were  emptied,  cleansed 
and  disinfected. 

Housing,  &c. 

Thu  housing  situation  is  still  acute  and  constitutes 
a  grave  public  health  problem.  House  inspection 
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disclosed  the  undesirable  housing  conditions  which 
continue  to  prevail  and  many  dwellings  were  found 
inimical  to  the  health  of  the  occupiers.  In  normal 
times  these  places  would  be  closed  for  reconstruction 
or  demolition,  but  this  cannot  be  done  because  of 
the  absence  of  alternative  accommodation,  hence 
the  general  policy  has  been  to  require  such  houses 
to  be  so  repaired  as  to  be  passably  habitable  for  the 
time  being.  Three  cottages,  found  to  be  beyond 
repair,  were  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
after  the  difficulties  experienced  in  the  finding  of 
alternative  accommodation  had  been  overcome. 

There  is  hardly  need  to  report  that  overcrowding 
exists,  for  annual  reports  are  all  alike  in  their 
reference  to  this  grievous  trouble.  Numerous  cases 
were  discovered  during  the  year  and  efforts  were 
made  to  alleviate  the  position,  but  the  problem  is 
undoubtedly  an  exceedingly  difficult  one  to  solve  at 
present.

Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report 
for  the  Year  ending  1924,  upon  the  Sanitary  District 
known  as  No.  2.  (Western). 

The  boundaries  of  this  Sanitary  District  remain 
as  detailed  in  my  report  of  1928. 

During  the  year  I  have  dealt  with  thirty  five 
properties  under  Sanitary  Notice,  handed  over  to 
me  from  Mr.  C.  S.  Dart’s  books.  In  connection 
with  these  properties  46  re-inspections  were  made, 
and  15  appointments  kept  with  the  different  owners 
upon  the  sites. 

In  conjunction  with  wells,  and  rain  water  tanks, 
7  Chemical,  and  11  Bacteriological  samples  of  water 
were  taken,  after  cleansing,  cementing,  or  other 
works  done  to  protect  the  water  supply. 

As  last  year,  the  results  of  these  efforts  will  be 
embodied  in  No.  1  District’s  Deport. 

General  Summary  of  Inspections. 

213  original  inspections,  257  re-inspections  were 
made  of  Dwelling  Houses,  Schools,  Bakehouses, 
Farmsteads,  &c. 

176  appointments  have  been  kept  upon  the 
various  sites  with  Owners,  Builders,  Plumbers,  or 
other  persons  concerned  with  the  property,  and  192 
visits  were  made  to  supervise  works  in  progress, 
detailed  under  Sanitary  Notice. 

Clerical  Work. 

24  Prelimary  Notices,  and  93  Sanitary  Notices, 
directed  through  the  Constables  of  Parishes,  were 
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served  upon  responsible  persons  of  properties,  for 
various  works  to  be  done.  143  letters  were  written, 
and  15  special  reports  made  upon  larger  properties. 

In  addition  complete  records  are  kept  of  all 
properties  which  come  under  Notice,  and  copies  are 
kept  of  all  outgoing  correspondence  for  future 
reference. 

Water  Analysis  and  Supply. 

Orignal  Samples,  66  samples  of  water  have  been 
taken  from  Wells,  Springs  and  Rain  Water  Cisterns, 
either  for  the  investigation  of  Infectious  Disease  or 
on  complaint.  31  samples  were  for  Chemical 
Analysis,  14  of  which  were  not  satisfactory.  35 
samples  for  Bacteriological  Analysis,  22  of  which 
showed  contamination  with  sewage  organisms. 

These  samples  cover  37  wells  and  2  rain  water 
cisterns.  Out  of  these,  10  wells  and  the  two  rain 
water  cisterns  proved  to  be  contain  water  of  a  satis¬ 
factory  composition. 

Five  wells  were  condemned  and  closed,  and  four 
new  wells  were  sunk,  these  consisted  of  three  built 
wells  and  one  bore  tube. 

One  serious  case  of  lead  and  copper  in  water  was 
investigated.  8  samples  were  taken  from  pumps, 
supply  taps,  &c.  7  for  lead  and  one  for  copper.  6 

of  the  lead  samples  proved  to  have  a  percentage  of 
lead  in  solution  varying  from  1.50  to  0.2  grains  per 
gallon.  The  copper  sample  also  contained  copper 
in  solution.  It  was  found  necessary  to  renew  the 
pumps  with  enameled  lined  iron  piping,  and  cut  off 
the  lead  lined  storage  tanks  from  the  galvanised 
iron  tank. 

In  two  other  cases  the  addition  of  chalk  to  the 
wells  proved  sufficient  to  prevent  the  action  of  the 

water  upon  the  lead  pipes. 
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Aftek  Cleansing  and  Cementing  of  Wells. 

22  samples  of  water  were  taken  after  cleansing 
and  cementing  of  wells.  8  for  Chemical  Analysis 
and  14  for  Bacteriological  Analysis.  These  samples 
cover  13  wells,  7  of  which  proved  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory.  In  two  cases  the  samples  were  satis¬ 
factory  Chemically,  and  unsatisfactory  Bacteriolo- 
gically. 

When  cases  occur  of  water,  after  every  possible 
method  has  been  adopted  to  protect  the  supply  from 
contamination  turns  out  to  be  Chemically  satisfac¬ 
tory,  and  Bacteriologically  unsatisfactory,  or  vice 
versa,  the  benefit  is  given  to  the  owner  with  the 
recommendation  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking 
purposes. 

The  up-to-date  method  of  saving  and  constructing 
wells  is  becoming  fairly  well  known  throughout  the 
District,  by  the  fact  that  new  wells  constructed,  not 
under  our  supervision,  are  conforming  a  great  deal 
to  our  requirements,  and  the  day  of  the  construction 
of  the  rubble  well  is  fast  declining,  which  shows  that 
more  good  is  being  done  than  that  put  on  record. 

Infectious  diseases. 

51  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  investigated, 
and  in  most  instances  Sanitary  Notice  had  to  be 
served  for  general  improvements. 

Bakehouses. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  during  the  year  to 
prepare  a  complete  list  of  bakehouses  within  the 
district.  44  inspections  were  made,  and  as  a  result 
it  is  considered  that  frequent  periodical  inspection 
is  a  necessity.

184  dwelling  and  boarding  houses  were  inspected 
during  the  year,  consisting  of  middle  and  poor  class 
properties.

It  will  be  noticed  that  seven  houses  were  con¬ 
demned  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  year  these  properties  were  still 
occupied,  the  difficulty  is,  in  finding  alternative 
accommodation  and  if  it  were  not  for  this  check 
there  would  be  a  greater  amount  of  houses  on  the 
condemned  list.  In  these  cases  we  have  to  make 
the  best  we  can  and  put  the  properties  in  as  reason¬ 
able  a  state  of  repair  as  possible. 

New  properties  continue  to  be  erected  without 
any  supervision,  and  recently  seven  houses  were 
constructed,  consisting  of  one  room  up  and  one 
down,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  on  the  back 
to  back  principle,  and  situated  in  an  already  con- 
jested  area.  It  may  be  pointed  out  that  this  type 
of  house  was  forbidden  to  be  constructed  in  England 
as  far  back  as  1909  under  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Acts,  and  by  the  permitting  of  the  erection 
of  such  properties  it  is  only  tending  to  increase 
slums  and  overcrowding,  instead  of  abating. 

Dairies. 

The  whole  of  the  registered  dairies  in  the  district 
have  been  inspected,  and  except  for  one  or  two 
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minor  defects  which  were  remedied  immediately, 
they  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Two  applications  were  refused  under  the  “Regle- 
ment  sur  le  Debit,  du  Lait  ”  the  premises  not  being 
considered  suitable. 

Dairy  Farms. 

87  inspections  have  been  made  of  Dairy  Farms, 
and  a  table  of  improvements  is  given  below. 
Although  great  resentment  is  sometimes  shewn  at 
the  interference  upon  these  properties,  I  have  had  in 
many  cases,  words  of  appreciation,  and  admission 
from  the  Farmers  that  the  present  method  of 
drainage,  &c.,  is  by  far,  the  best,  and  makes  the 
whole  Farmstead  sweeter  and  easier  to  keep  clean. 
This  will  be  understood  when  it  is  noted  the  number 
of  catch  pits  removed,  which  in  most  cases  are 
situated  inside  the  building  and  usually  covered 
over  with  planks.  In  one  case  the  catch  pit 
removed  was  12ft  x  6ft.  x  4ft.  situated  inside  the 
building,  and  was  never  emptied,  so  I  will  leave  you 
to  imagine  the  noxious  gases  given  off,  the  unhealthy 
conditions  under  which  the  Farmer  had  to  work, 
and  the  cattle  to  live. 

Too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  to  the 
cleanliness,  proper  construction,  etc  of  the  cowshed. 
It  is  of  no  use  having  beautifully  painted  dairies  in 
Town  if  the  milk  is  produced  midst  a  dung  heap.  It 
only  tends  to  deceive  the  public  as  to  its  cleanliness, 
Milk,  like  water  should  be,  first  of  all,  protected  at 
its  source,  then  we  can  deal  with  the  protection  of 
distribution,  but  at  present  it  is  feared  the  cart  is 
before  the  horse.

9  special  reports,  5,  30/-  reports,  and  one  15/- 
report,  were  made  upon  drainage  schemes,  and  15 
water  or  smoke  tests  were  carried  out  upon  properties. 
It  is  no  uncommon  thing  to-day  for  owners  to  call 
for  the  Inspectors  advice,  so  many  cases  have 
occured  where  newly  laid  schemes  have  turned  out 
to  be  failures  that  he  feels  he  wants  to  protect 
himself  by  doing  so. 

Three  sanitary  certificates  were  granted  upon 
properties  during  the  year.

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Food  Supply. 

17  samples  of  new  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Official  Analyst  for  purity  and  adulteration. 
All  these  samples  were  certified  genuine.  It  is 
interesting  to  note,  that  since  my  duties  commenced 
there  has  not  been  one  case  of  adulteration,  which  is 
certainly  a  credit  to  the  district. 

9  informal  samples  of  various  other  foods  were 
submitted  for  analysis  and  consisted  of  the  following 
Coffee. — White  Pepper. — Baking  Powder. — Cocoa. 
— Potted  Meat. — Sponge  Cake. — Sponge  Sandwich. 
— Sponge  Boll,  and  Madeira  Cake.  Out  of  these 
the  Potted  Meat,  Sponge  Roll,  and  Madeira  Cake 
had  Boric  Compounds  present.  The  Boric  in  cakes 
can  be  accounted  for  by  the  much  too  frequent  use 
of  Chinese  eggs  in  the  making  of  these  cakes.  These 
cases  will  be  followed  up  by  the  taking  of  official 
samples. 

On  complaint  4  hind  and  one  fore  quarters  of  beef, 
two  carcases  of  mutton  and  one  side  of  pig  were 
examined  for  decomposition,  and  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Twenty  dozen  boxes  of  “  Dattes  Muscades  ”  were 
condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  were  destroyed  at  the  destructor. 

Horse  Stables. 

18  inspections  have  been  made  of  horse  stables, 
and  alterations  to  drainage,  manure  pits,  &c.  carried 

out. 

Refuse  Removal. 

An  attempt  was  made  by  the  populace  of  St. 
Brelade’s  Bay  for  the  undertaking  by  the  Parish  for 
the  removal  of  Domestic  refuse,  but  without  success. 
It  is  considered  an  absolute  necessity  that  refuse 
should  be  removed  officially  wherever  there  are 
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accumulations  of  properties.  It  is  admitted  there 
are  contractors  in  certain  parts  of  the  district  who 
will  remove  ones  refuse  for  a  certain  sum,  but  it  is 
not  everyone  who  can  afford  to  pay,  resulting  in  a 
great  deal  of  this  refuse  being  dumped  on  the  beach, 
much  to  the  annoyance  of  those  people  living  near, 
and  which  has  led  to  complaint.
